i^n him rather than a ooint in his favor that he arranged the escape of Suna 
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T^rrytr or logical mind. It is difficult to understand how he reconciles 
his logical objection to "small scale nationalism (Chauvinism) M with 
his considerable services to the chauvinistic lucre. 

If one adds to these objsctions the difficulties inherent in 
Bolschsfcing's involvement with political reporting on -‘uistris , it is 
hard to see how, among all our other commitments , much could be gained 
by having; intake him. over as principal agent for the three Rumanian 
projects. The alternative would be to try to divorce the projects from 
Bolschwing, by dealing directly with Siargarit, supposing that the projects 
are worth continuing. i;v feeling is trust there is something concrete 
which, might be salvaged from these projects, but I am certainly not 
convinced that the three networks exist in the form claimed. How the 
salvage ©Deration could be accomplished is hard to say; in dealing 
with liargarit "it must be remembered tnat texts "PAPANACE appointed hiir. 
intelligence coordinator for the i‘ac*rdo-Ru:aani a ns in the fall of 1948" 

(see KGIA--1036 ) , This means in practise^ hat Projects 114, 115, and 
116 are just as much under the control of^apanace political organization 
as they arc under the control of 04eum t and certainly means that some 
of the funds supposedly devoted to the projects are being diverted into 
political channels. A complete analysis of this situation would require 
a long investigation of Margarit. Taking all these factors into account, 
and adding to then the lack of production drom the projects, without 
which it is impossible to determine their positive worth, my reaction 
■mnc-frii Tig is that they should not be considered further for 2£0E*, unless 
greater evidence of their value is forthcoming. 
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
